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It’s rough sport but Texas kids like 


THE HORSEBACK WAGON RACE!

A fast time in the wagon race is recorded by David Wimberly, 17, riding a Palomino gelding, and Johnny Crumley, 
16, holding down the wagon end of the team. Notice Johnny’s “body-English”. That protruding foot can act as both 
brake and rudder, although it’s hard on boot leather. 
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That cloud of dust hanging over 
many Texas riding arenas may not 
result from cutting or roping horses 
plowing up the dirt. 

It could be that a flock of kids are 
staging a wagon race—one of the 
newer ways that youngsters have 
found to test the speed of their 
ponies and their own sense of bal- 
ance. And sometime is tests the en- 
durance of skin and clothing too! 

You can see from the pictures how 
the contest is held. It’s a timed event. 
One rider is on the horse, his team 
mate rides the wagon. The _ horse 
pulls the wagon, by a rope, in a long 
looping circle, from a starting point 
around a barrel and back to the fin- 
ish line. Knock over the barrel or 
dump that wagon rider and the team 
either gets no-timed or else docked 
points, 

Isn’t this dangerous? 

“The worse thing you can get in 
this race is dirty,’ grinned Glenn 
Beck, 19, the day these photos were 
taken of Ft. Worth’s Forest Park 
Saddle Club wagon riders in action. 
“You see,” Glenn explained, “even 
if the wagon rolls over it won’t hurt 
you because the horse keeps going 
and pulls it away from you.”

Lyn Harris, 14, and Glenn Beck, 19, examine the bottom 
of the racing wagon.

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Time starts as Lyn’s horse crosses starting line. Glenn 


falls into position on the wagon, preparing for a 
face full of dust and a fast ride. 


Lyn shows how the tow rope should be looped, not 
tied, around the saddle horn so that it can be 
quickly cast loose as the wagon crosses the finish 
line. 
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David and Johnny are shown at the 
moment of starting. Notice that David 
is shifted over into the left stirrup 
slightly so the double tow rope won't 
burn his leg. 


Sure enough, within minutes Ted 
Bevan, 11, came whistling around 
the barrel, pulled by Joan Hart, 15, 
on her speedy mare, Suzy. A cloud of 
dust signaled that Ted had bit the 
dust. He got up grinning and brush- 
ing the dirt from his hair. 

“Some of the kids bump their 
heads now and then,” Lyn Harris, 
14, commented. “But nobody’s been 
hurt. Lyn, in 1959, won the club’s 
hotly-competitive 12-under cowgirl 
championship, and points earned in 
wagon racing helped her do it. She 
said the sport has been one of the 
club’s most popular events for several 
years and that other riding groups in 
the Ft. Worth area use it each time 
they stage a monthly “playday.” 

The club’s point-award system 
allows six points for a Ist, 5 for 2nd 
and so on down to one point for 6th 
place. 

The experienced wagon racing 
teams found out early in the sport that 
the trick in winning was not to shave 
the barrel with the horse. This only 
serves to speed up the arc of the 
wagon and increase the chance of a 
spill, lessening your chance of win- 
ning. 

Instead, the wagon-pullers swing 
wide around the barrel, shortening 
the wagon’s arc and slowing its speed 

but keeping the rope taut, so the 
shock of the final finishing burst of 
speed won’t un-seat the wagon joc- 
key. About 10 teams are now organ- 
ized in the club and they find that 
with the barrel roughly 125 feet from 
the starting line, winning times range 
from 10 to 11 seconds. An electric 
eye starter and clock-stopper is used. 

When the club first instituted the 
wagon race some of the parents, with 
understandable caution, weren’t en- 
thusiastic about it at all. Finally, one 
courageous mother took a bold, prac- 
tical approach. She rode the wagon 
one day herself, then pronounced it 
okay for her brood, as long as the 
dirt was several inches deep. (She 
apparently resigned herself to the 
laundry problem! ) 

Now the monthly wagon race is a 
big event for the group. And 12-year- 
old Kathleen Crumley may reflect 
the attitude of kids everywhere when 
rough-and-tumble contests are in- 
volved: 

“The rougher it is, the better.”

To gain speed, David swings wide around the barrel, shortening the wagon’s 
arc and decreasing the chance of knocking over the barrel. Here is where 
you're most apt to win the contest or lose it. 
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Joan Hart, the 1959 champion of 
the 13-and-over class, clears the 
barrel and starts for the finish with 
her mare, Suzy, in high gear... 
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. . . but a dirt cloud announces that another cowboy has bit the dust. The 
speed of the horse pulls the wagon away before it can roll over the rider. 








None the worse for wear, Ted Bevan, 11, is ready for another go- 
round. If the rider of the horse wishes to come back and start the 
wagon where the spill took place, the team can finish the go-round 
without penalty.

State Fair Draws Top Cutting And 


Quarter Horses, Arabians and Palominos 


Dallas—Oct. 23—The scores were 
tied, so they tossed a coin to see who 
carried away the Open Cutting 
crown from the 1960 State Fair of 
Texas horse show. 

It went home with Bubba Cascio 
and Royal Jazzy who scored 443 
points in what must rank as one of 
Texas’ toughest annual cutting con- 
tests. Bubba’s horse was tied at that 
score with Booger Red, ridden by L. 
E. Shawver, who currently ranks first 
in national cutting standings. In a 
two go-round and finals contest, both 
winners had worked against the best 
in the business. 

Tied 3-4 in the Open were Miss 
Elite, owned by Gabe McCall, Cas- 
per, Wyoming, and Senor George, 
the Jernigan-Tully entry from Gold- 
thwaite. Jessie Jack, C. E. Boyd’s 
2nd-ranked horse, took 5th place and 
the world’s champion last year, Poco 
Stampede, was 6th. Most of the 
NCHA’s top 20 cutting horses were 
entered in the Dallas contest. 

In registered Quarter Horse com- 
petition, top cutting honors went to 
Barney Skipper’s famed Longview 
champion, Poco Lena. Mico Gold, a 
Howell Ranch entry, Seagoville, was 
reserve champion. Barrel racing’s two 
top awards both went away with the 
Punch Olglesbys of Jonesboro. Motor 
Miss, a junior mare, won the grand 
chammpionship, while her sire, Mo- 
torscooter, won the reserve title.

Youth classes and showmanship are needed 


L. N. Sikes, one of America’s leading western 


horse trainers, is author of ‘“‘Using The American 
Quarter Horse.” His comments on horse use and 


training have appeared in a number of newspapers 
- magazines a the United States phe 
itor. 


The American people are kind of 
funny. If you give them a ticket to 
something, they may not go. But if 
you charge admission, a lot more 
peopie are interested in going. 

The way it is now with most of the 
Quarter Horse and Appaloosa shows, 
there’s no admission—even to the 
performance events. And I think 
maybe that’s why you can go to 
nearly any horse show and you won’t 
see over a hundred people in the 
stands—unless it’s Fort Worth or 
Houston or some place like that. 

And the ones who are watching 
nearly all have relatives in the show 

else they brought a horse for 
somebody else to ride. 

It could be that horse shows are 
still just for the people in them. But 
I'd like to see more of the general 
public get interested. It may not be 
too hard to do this. Just sell tickets. 

To charge admission, of course, 
you're going to have to use some 
showmanship. One thing more of the 
shows might do is have matched con- 
tests—matched cutting horse contests 
or ropings or even matched barrel 
races. You might run these contests 
in between the performance classes. 
Then you could advertise and _pro- 
mote your show, and nobody would 
mind paying 50 cents or a dollar to 
come and see it. 

Two things this might do: It could 
give each show more money to spend 
on trophies or prizes and it would 
sure get a lot more young people in- 
terested in owning and showing good 
horses. 

Youth Classes 

This last thing, I think, is sure 
needed. In the Quarter Horse set-up 
they might even start a special youth 
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division for performance contests, like 
some of the cutting associations have 
done. 

That way, boys and girls of about 
the same age could contest against 
each other and not have to go in 
there against old hands. It might 
even be worked to where the younger 
riders could compete on junior horses 

those less than five years old. 

If that novice rode a junior horse 
all through a calendar year, then 
there could be classes for them at 
different shows—and they might set 
up a championship somebody could 
win at the end of the year. 

What this would do is help develop 

more good riders at the same time 
you’re bringing junior horses along. 
It would take a pretty good young 
horseman to ride, say, a three year old 
all year long—and it sure might draw 
a lot more public interest and partic- 
ipation too. 


Junior Class Problem 

The way it is now the junior classes 
at many of the Quarter Horse shows 
don’t draw near the contestants they 
should. And you can’t blame a lot of 
the riders. If you’re not a top hand 
and you’ve got a young horse, you 
kind of hate to go in there against 
the best cowboys—especially in the 
cutting and reining where they’re all 
out to win those points. 

Even worse’ sometimes is the way a 
show may not have a junior class at 
all and may put the junior horses in 
against the seniors. Well, I don’t 


think you want to take a two year 


old and show him in any perform- 
ance contest against a six or seven 
year old horse. It would be like show- 
ing a 10 year old boy playing ball 
against a 20 year old man. Now I’ve 
had horses two and three years old 
that would maybe outwork an old 
horse once in awhile. But you don’t 
always know what a young pony will 
do until he’s hauled a lot and sees 





crowds and hears enough music. 
The only thing it costs a show to 
hold two performance classes for dif- 
ferent aged horses is just another 
trophy—and if they put out the word 
that they'll have a junior class, no 
matter how many entries show up, 
there will be more to come and enter. 
I know the kids will sure show up 
if there’s classes for them. And they’ll 
feel more like they’re part of it‘ all, 
too. Naturally it wouldn’t be right to 
make the girls compete against the 
boys in something like roping—but 
I wouldn’t want to try and beat those 
girls in a barrel race either. No way 
a man can do it. The boys would be 


tickled probably if they didn’t have 
that!

Get An Older Horse 

Let’s say, for instance, that you’re 
buying a horse for your child. A good 
child’s horse is hard to find and you 
will very seldom find a young horse 
that is suitable to the child rider. 
Unless the child is an exceptional 
rider, you don’t need to worry about 
getting a lively young show or per- 
formance horse. Here’s one place you 
can swap a little youth and confor- 
mation for age and experience. 

Many times I have heard old horse- 
men say that an animal 10 years old 
or older is just getting old enough to 
have some sense. I heartily agree. A 
horse, like a man, must have age and 
experience to be depended upon in 
emergencies. Therefore, the age of a 
child’s horse may be measured against 
the animal’s thriftyness and general 
health. If he’s 15 years old and his 
condition is good, and he’s in good 
flesh, then that proves that his teeth

Defects To Note 

I have seen many youngsters rid- 
ing “wind-broke” horses. These have 
had the lung capacity impaired in 
some way. Yet the kids can just get 
along fine with a horse of this sort, 
if there is no demand for great exer- 
tion. True, this is an unsoundness 
that’s very undesirable in contest or 
performance horses. But there is a 
place for the wind-broke kind among 
small children who are just begin- 
ning to learn.

Now take a look at the running 
gear or the underpinning of the horse 
you’re about to buy. That old, old 
saying about “no foot, no horse” or 

io legs, no horse” holds true if 
horse is to be used for any purpose. 
Therefore, consider the feet and legs 
at the outset. Old scars, knots on the 
legs, bad hooves that break easily, 
thin-walled feet that will be hard to 
keep shoes on, scars extending into 
the hoof, horses that knock their feet 
together—all of these should be 
looked upon with suspicion. If this 
animal is to be worth his feed, he has 
to be able to travel, and he can do

that only on good feet and legs. 
Remember that a horse with a foot 
which tends to turn up, or one whose 
hoof appears to have a “dished” ef- 
fect—with round rings around it—is 
a horse that has been “foundered” at 
some time. A horse usually founders 
in the front feet—possibly because 
the animal bears two-thirds of his 
entire weight on the front feet. 
This is another reason why an ani- 
mal with a faulty foot or leg in the 
rear may get by all right, where if that 
fault is on either of the forelegs the 
lameness will be more pronounced. So 
if you’re satisfied with the way a 
horse looks and he appears to be 
sound—and you're thinking of buying 
him-—then ride him. Ride him pretty 
good, until he breaks a light sweat, 
then let him cool down. Now get on 
the horse and ride again. If he has 
some small lameness, it will be greatly 
accentuated on the second go-round. 


Good Vision A Must 

Any horse must be able to see, of 
course, if he’s to be of service. Check 
the eyes and if the animal has one 
eye out—don’t buy him for a young- 
ster or any inexperienced rider. This 
animal is dangerous to ride! If you 
or your family should walk up to the 


horse on his blind side to pet him, 
the chances are two to one that he’ll 
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try to kick you. So a one-eyed horse 
must have an experienced rider who 
knows how to handle him and help 
act as the other eye. 
Checking The Wind 

To check a _ horse’s ‘‘wind” the 
animal should be ridden at a gallop 
for 200-300 yards. Dismount and 
place your ear near the horse’s nos- 
trils. Listen to him breathe. A “wind- 
broke” horse will have his breath 
coming short and fast and you will 
hear a wheezy sound. 

Tricks Of The Traders 

Many horses sold in good faith are 
proved later to be unsound, and often 
in these cases the purchase is made 
good. But this is only the exception 
that proves the rule. Many horses are 
bartered and traded—and once 
you’ve bought one of these, you’re 
stuck. 

Some horse traders put cups in 
horses’ teeth to make them have a 
younger mouth, This is known as 
“bishoping.” I have seen instances 
where a horse with a foot lameness 
has had that foot anesthesized so that 
the horse would travel sound until 
the sale could be completed. The 
tricks of the trade are many and 
varied and in a lot of instances you 
“spend your money and take your 
chances.” 


Having either a veteran horseman 
or veterinarian pass on a prospective 
purchase will certainly help. In many 
cases they will see things that less ex- 
perienced buyers won’t notice. How- 
ever, even a veterinarian cannot de- 
tect a case where the heel nerves in 
the foot have been “blocked” or an- 
esthesized, without a meticulous exam- 
ination. 

That Important First Purchase 

Just one more word of caution 
from one who has been exposed. If 
you’re buying that youngster a horse, 
he or she can love that animal no 
matter how it looks or acts, crippled 
or sound, feeble or frisky. There’s 
hardly a stronger tie than that be- 
tween children and their horses. So if 
you should buy a horse and it turns 
out later that the animal won’t fill 
the bill and must be sold or replaced 

pardner, you’re not in the dog 
house with the kids, you’re way under 
it. Be careful when you’re making a 
deal for your horse and make your 
first shot your best one.

NEW MEXICO 


Steer Roping Finals 


Clayton, N. M.—Oct. 10—Cool- 
headed Don McLaughlin captured 
professional rodeo’s first world cham- 
pionship of the 1960 season, emerg- 
ing from the National Finals Steer 
Roping with the most money won 
this year in one of the sport’s most 
rugged tests of skill and steady 
nerves. 

The Ft. Worth cowboy rode into 
the Clayton arena holding a slim six- 
dollar lead for the title. Showing the 
same ability that five times in the 
past decade won him world calf rop- 
ing honors, the 33-year-old Mc- 
Laughlin made the Clayton playoffs 
his personal triumph, tying six big 
steers faster than any of the other 
fourteen high men for the regular 
season and winning more money, 
$1,388. 

In the tightest race modern rodeo 
has seen, only $664 separated Mc- 
Laughlin from the fifth-place con- 
tender as the Finals began. McLaugh- 
lin put the pressure on the others 
from the start, tying his first steer in 
18.4, good for second in the go round 
and $213. He came right back to win 
the second heat with a 16.9 run, 
opening his lead to $500. 

John Dalton, the Cheyenne vet- 
eran who went to Clayton but six 
dollars behind, folded early. Appear- 
ing ruinously tense on Friday, he 
missed both throws at his first steer, 
then at his second. 

McLaughlin’s third steer, a bad 
one, tried to regain his feet. The 
roper handled him carefully, got by 
the animal with a 27.2, his longest 
time of the Finals. Closest contender 
to him at the half-mark was 18-year- 
old Joe Snively, Pawhuska, Okla., in 
third place for the year. He trailed 
Don by eight seconds. 

McLaughlin picked up his killing 
pace again on the fourth and fifth go 
rounds, tying his steers in 18.4 and 
18.9. Young Snively slipped back an- 
other six seconds on his fourth steer, 
then the pressure got him on the fifth 
animal» He missed a loop and went 
40.5, putting him out of the race. 

The man McLaughlin had said he 
feared most, four-time champion 
Shoat Webster, in fifth place when 
the Finals began, started slowly, but 
crashed back to win the fourth and 
fifth go rounds in succession, putting 
him $569 closer to McLaughlin. 
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Webster needed a rapid time to move 
him into the rich payoff for best 
total on the six head. Then, if Mc- 
Laughlin missed, Shoat would be the 
champion. The Lenapah, Okla. hand 
pressed, hurried his throw and missed 
his last steer. 

McLaughlin rode into the chute 
for his last steer knowing he had only 
to tie the animal in 38 seconds for 
the world title and first place in the 
Finals Roping. He drew a fast-run- 
ning steer, but took dead aim and 
finished the tie in 25.4, bringing him 
in the winner by 13.4 seconds over 
old pro Everett Shaw.

Albuquerque—Sept. 25—H. 
Wiescamp brought enough fine horses 
from New Mexico’s neighboring state 
of Colorado to cop most of the show’s 
halter class championship awards. 

His horses won grand and reserve
